DELANO, CaUf.(AP) - Cesar Chav ez 
say s he will u rge his strikin g Un ited Farm 
Workers Un ion to call off their pickets in 
the wake of the first fatality in the lon g- 
simmerin g dispu te with grape growers an d 
the riv al Teamsters u n ion . 
“There has been a siege of terror. The 
police, the growers an d the Teamsters hav e 
join ed han ds in bru tal repression of ou r 
strike," Chav ez said after Thu rsday ’s 
shootin g death of a v eteran UFW picket. 
Chav ez said he wou ld u rge the u n ion ’s 
ex ecu tiv e board to call off picketin g u n til 
gov ern men t protection can be prov ided 
becau se “we don ’t wan t an y more people 
hu rt.” 
“The workers were v ery u pset.” the 
u n ion leader said. “We met with them an d 
told them to remain cool, that the 
approach of n on v iolen ce is the on ly way to 
do it.” 
Ju an De La Cru z, 6 0, was shot in the 
chest by someon e firii^ from a passin g 
picku p tru ck as pickets dispersed in Arv in , 


50 miles sou th of here. 
Witn esses at the Giu marra Vin ey ards 
copied the v ehicle's licen se n u mber, an d 
police later arrested Ern est Baclig, 6 4. of 
Fresn o, an d Bay an i Adv in cu la, 20, of 
Delan o an d booked them for in v estigation 
of mu rder. The two were farm workers 
at Dalton Richardson Farms. 


It was the first picket lin e death sin ce the 
farm workers stru ck Ju ly 29 ov er refu sal of 
grape growers to ren ew UFW con tracts. 
Three UFW members hav e been in ju red 
in other bu rsts of gu n fire, an d there hav e 
been n u merou s v iolen t clashes on the 
picket lin es.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Cost of Liv in g Cou n cil today 
an n ou n ced n ew Phase 4 regu ­ 
lation s for the petroleu m in ­ 
du stry that con tin u e the price 
freeze on gasoUn e an d diesel 
fu el throu gh Au g. 31. 
New price ceiUn gs wiU go 
in to effect for gasoUn e an d die­ 
sel fu el on Sept. 1, with the 
ceiUn g prices to be clearly dis­ 
play ed on each of the cou n try ’s 
approx imately on e miUion -plu s 
gasoUn e pu mps. 
The cou n cil an n ou n ced Thu rs­ 
day that the price freeze was 
bein g ex ten ded a secon d time 
ov er gasoUn e, u n til midn ight 
Au g. 31, to giv e gasoUn e retai­ 
lers more time to cwn ply with 
the n ew oil regu lation s for the 
Phase 4 an ti-in flation program. 
A gasoUn e retailer mu st com­ 
pu te his ceiUn g price on the 


basis of his av erage cost of 
gasoUn e in v en tory on Au g. 1, 
plu s the marku p he had ov er 
his pu rchase price as of Jan . 
10. 
Bu t each gasoUn e retailer, 
an d 
also 
heatin g 
oiP dis­ 
tribu tors, will be en titled to a 
min imu m marku p of at least 
sev en cen ts per gallon at the 
ou tset of the program. 
Bu t if retailers had higher 
marku ps than sev en cen ts a 
gaUon on Jan . 10, they cou ld 
hav e a higher marku p in Phase 
4. 
Ex cept for retailers of gaso­ 
Un e an d die^l fu el, the price 
freeze will be Ufted from the 
petroleu m in du stry at midn ight 
Su n day , John T. Du n lop said 
Thu rsday . 
The freeze on the petroleu m 
in du stry already had been ex - 


ten ded an ex tra week becau se 
the oil regu lation s u n der the 
admin istration ’s Phase 4 an ti­ 
in flation ' program were n ot 
ready . The freeze was Ufted 
from the rest of the econ omy 
Mon day . 
Du n lop said the oil regu ­ 
lation s wou ld be released to­ 
day , bu t that gasoUn e an d die­ 
sel fu el retailers will n eed addi­ 
tion al time to compu te n ew 
price ceiUn gs u n der them.

psychiatric tests 


TEL AVIV (AP) — The dru n ken Lib­ 
y an who forced an Arab airUn er to lan d 
in Israel u n derwen t psy chiatric tests, an d 
a magistrate told him today he probably 
WiU be charged with hijackin g. 
Magistrate ElUezer Goldberg wdered 
him held for 15 day s an d said the poUce 
wan ted him for “hijackin g an airUn er an d 
en dan gerin g the Uv es” of the other 124 
person s aboard. 
“I am a God-fearin g Moslem,” said the 
Arab, Mahmou d Tou mi. “I am n o IsraeU 
agen t.” 
“1 do n ot deserv e to be kept in jail for 
doin g somethin g I beUev e in - Rowin g 
the frien dship of an Arab for Israel, 
Tou mi protested. 
“I didn ’t hu rt an y of the passen gers. I 
plan n ed this action for sev eral y ears so that 
n obody wou ld be harmed.” 
After he su rren dered his two pistols to 
IsraeU secu rity men Thu rsday . Tou mi told 
a n ews con feren ce: “Sin ce I was a boy I 
was in flu en ced by the persecu tion an d 
hard life of the Jews in Liby a. I hav e n o asy ­ 
lu m c» cept in lu ad .” 


“A dru n k, mad boy ,” said Premier 
Golda Meir. 
Officials said Tou mi is a 37-y ear-old 
Liby an merchan t who Uv ed in Leban on an d 
carried a Liby an passport. Wearin g a 
tu rqu oise su it, he said he hijacked the 
Middle East AirUn es’ Boein g 707 jet “to 
show that n ot aU Arabs wan t to throw the 
Jews in to the ocean . Some Arabs beUev e 
Israel mu st hav e a cou n try , bu t Cairo pre­ 
v en ts the Arabs by force from showin g 
this.” 


. Israel's chief of staff, Lt. Gen . Dav id 
Elazar, said Tou mi wou ld be pu t on trial 
becau se “hijackers aU ov er the world 
shou ld be pu n ished.” 
The Leban ese airUn er had 125 passen gers 
an d crew members aboard. Tou mi to<A 
con trol 45 min u tes after the plan e took off 
from Ben ghazi. Liby a, for Beiru t. 


“He ju st came in to my cockpit as we 
were n ear Cy pru s, holdin g two gu n s an d 
say in g he wan ted to go to Israel, an d ‘if y ou 
don ’t go, I wiU kiU y ou an d y ou r 
passen gers,’” said Capt. Adel Kawas, the 
Leban ese pilot.

Althou gh the free admission policy to Thu rsday n ight’s 
“press prev iew” of the Missou ri State Fair made c^ficial 
atten dan ce figu res impossible to obtain . State Fair Secretary 
Ron Jon es Friday estimated the crowd was “probably the 
largest to ev er atten d” the ev en t. 
While n u mbers were n ot av ailable, on e atten dan ce fact 
obv iou sly n oticeable to the fairgoer Thu rsday n ight was that 
a great man y of his cou n terparts were n ot sportin g the 
pu rple-an d-white ribbon s iden tify in g them as n ewsmen or 
their families. Takin g adv an tage of the “open -gate” policy 
were thou san ds of addition al spectators, man y of whom 
thou ght they were atten din g the first official n ight of the fair. 
At a n ews con feren ce prior to the an n u al press din n er held 
for' media represen tativ es throu ghou t the state. Gov . 
Christopher S. Bon d called this y ear’s Fair a “foru m for the 
dy n amic agricu ltu ral scen e in ou r state today an d for 
tomorrow.” 
“The State Fair,” Bon d con tin u ed, “prov ides a u n iqu e 
opportu n ity to see man y of Missou ri’s farm produ cts an d to 
meet the people who produ ce them.” 
Bon d also praised Commission er of Agricu ltu re James B. 
Boillot an d Jon es for sav in g Missou ri tax pay ers more than 
$100,000 by re-n egotiatin g man y con tracts sign ed by the 
prev iou s Fair admin istration . 
“I believ e the State Fair, like an y state serv ice, shou kl 
in su re that each tax dollar prov ides a dollar’s worth of 
serv ice in retu rn to Missou ri citizen s,” Bon d said. 
Apparen tly an x iou s to get to the food awaitin g the en d of 
the press con feren ce, n ewsmen on ly asked on e qu estion 
after Bon d fin ished speakin g. Asked abou t the av ailability of 
a ten t for the Democratic Party , Bon d passed the qu estion 
on to Boillot, who assu red the au dien ce there was ten t space 
av ailable for the Democrats, if it were requ ested. 
In the secon d of their schedu led daily press con feren ces. 
Jon es an d Boillot Friday both in dicated their satisfaction 
with prev iew n ight activ ities in terms of both the 
en tertain men t prov ided an d the crowd respon se to the 
activ ities. 
“The en tertain men t was fabu lou s.” Jon es said. “I 
cou ldn ’t fin d an y fau lt at all with it. It was really a fast- 
mov in g program.” 
Qu estion ed regardin g a reported small power failu re 
which temporarily blacked-ou t a section of the sou thwest 
area 
faii^rou n ds. Jon es said that difficu lties (tf this ty pe 
“are in ev itable from time to time, becau se, basically , we’re 
settin g u p a city of 50,000 in a short time.” 
Jon es also assu red n ewsmen that the cu rren t n ation wide 
meat shortage will n ot affect the hot dog an d hambu rger 
su pplies of fair con cession aires. 
“We were assu red earlier by the Williams Meat Co. 
(Kan sas City , Kan .) that there wou ld be plen ty of meat an d 
there is,” Jon es said. He later in dicated he was requ ested by 
represen tativ es of Mu rphy Brothers Ex position . In c., to 
hav e 2,400 pou n ds of hotdogs av ailable on open in g day . 
“They told u s they had ru n in to trou ble with this in other 
areas of the cou n try this y ear, so they wan ted to be su re we 
kn ew plen ty of time in adv an ce. We kept emphasizin g to the 
Williams Co. how large an operation the Fair is an d. 
obv iou sly , they kept that in min d. We’v e got plen ty of meats 
of all kin ds for the faiigoers.” 
Similarly . Jon es in dicated, the cu rren t fu el shortage has 
failed to slow down both Fair (^ration s an d traffic. Jon es 
added that sev eral local serv ice station own ers hav e 
in dicated they will receiv e addition al amou n ts 
gasolin e to 
serv e the alway s-heav y traffic du rin g Fair week. 
Boillot commen ted that the attitu de of agricu ltu ral 
ex hibitors he had talked to was “ex tremely good.” He added 
that, as far as he cou ld determin e from in spectin g food an d

The attorn ey s filed a legal brief in U.S. 
District Cou rt—the fin al written argu men t 
before n ex t Wedn esday 's cou rtroom debate 
on the White Hou se Watergate tapes. 
It was in respon se to the argu men ts filed 
last 
Mon day 
by 
Watergate 
special 
prosecu tor Archibald Cox . who con ten ded 
Nix on has “an en forceable legal du ty ” to 
giv e tlie 
gran d ju ry 
tapes 
of

con v ersation s with aides. 
Cox had argu ed that it is u p to the cou rts 
to decide whether the tapes of presiden tial 
con v ersation s are importan t ev iden ce that 
mu st be tu rn ed ov er to the ^Watergate 
gran d ju ry . 
The White Hou se reply argu ed that 
Cox 's position “is n ot the law." 
The Nix on brief fu rther argu ed that 
decision s on whether to pu rsu e crimin al 
prosecu tion s are in the han ds of the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e bran ch rather than the cou rts. It 
con tin u ed:

The city o f J uazeiro do No rte, 
in Ceara State, has an 85-fo o t- 
high mo nument o f Padre Cicero 
ho lding a co ncrete hat as big as 
a Vo lkswagen car.

280J880 religio us pilgrims a 
y ear. Padre Cicero fo unded the 
city , became its first may o r, 
helped o verthro w an unfriendly 
go verno r in a lo cal revo lutio n 
and allegedly perfo rmed mir­ 
acles. 
The church, ho wever, nearly 
exco mmunicated him fo r deeds 
that a lo cal bisho p co nsidered 
heresy .

No prosecution

J EFFERSON CITY. 
Mo. (AP) - 
There will be no prosecution of lobby ists 
who failed to file ex pense reports by the 
J uly 10 deadline. Cole County Prosecutor 
J ames McHenry said today . 
"They ’re not criminals." said McHenry , 
whose office has tracked down all but six of 
the 7 8 tardy lobby ists. More than half the 
lobby ists who registered with the House 
and Senate did not met the deadline on 
detailing how they spent money to in­ 
fluence legislation. 
The prosecutor had set today as his own 
deadline for a response by the lobby ists. 
He said those who did not answer had 
inaccurate addresses. 


F'ailure to file the ex pense report is a 
misdemeanor. McHenry said his office 
sent out two mailings to the lobby ists. 
Now that most of the information has 
been sent in, McHenry said there is no way 
of knowing whether the reports are 
accurate. He said he does not have enough 
staff to analy ze the reports. 
“ There should be some administrative 
control over this before it comes over 
here.” McHenry said. He suggested the 
legislature should handle the matter.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) 
- Striking 
truckers and their families stood guard 
over their trucks in fields across Chile to­ 
day . vowing to fight if the army tries to 
take over their vehicles and end the 22-day - 
old transport strike crippling the Chilean 
economy . 
Professional workers, including pilots 
for the government airline, doctors and 
dentists, said they also would strike if 
there was any violence. 
Riot police and soldiers stood by at some 
of the improvised truck parks, but there 
was no indication when President Sal­ 
vador Allende's government might order 
them to try to get the trucks back on the 
road. 
One group of soldiers made a “sy mbolic ” 
seizure of 600 trucks at Puente Alto, 10 
miles south of Santiago, but their owners 
had

carburetors and spark plugs. The soldiers 
did not attempt to replace them. 
The government had said the army 
would be ordered to man the trucks if the 
40,000 owners did not end the strike by 4 
p.m. Thursday . The strikers rejected the 
ultimatum and said they would not start 
hauling freight again until the government 
agreed to their demands for higher freight 
rates, new trucks and more imported spare 
parts.

'Holiday comet' racing

NEW YORK <AP> — A * holi­ 
day comet 
is racing through 
the solar system toward the 
sun From mid-November to 
late January, people throughout 
the world will be able to watch 
what astronomers say may be 
the most spectacular comet of 
the century 
When the comet was dis­ 
covered last March 7 between 
the orbits of Jupiter and Mars. 


Two bodies

BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
<AP* — The shattered bodies of 
two men were found on a lonely 
country road today following a 
mortar attack on a police sta­ 
tion 10 miles away Police be­ 
lieved the pair were Irish Re­ 
publican Army guerrillas killed 
by a misfire and that their bod­ 
ies had been moved. 


A third death was reported 
by the IRA It said it had exe­ 
cuted a Roman Catholic who 
admitted he was an informer 
If the report is true, he would 
be the 869th conlirmed fatality 
in the four years of communal 
warfare in Northern Ireland. 


The two badly mangled bod­ 
ies were found after the police 
station at Pomeroy was hit by 
mortar shells and gunfire late 
Thursday night. Troops in the 
building fired back but claimed 
no hits, and no casualties were 
reported among the defenders. 


It was the third mortar at­ 
tack on a military position in a 
week 
The two bodies were spotted 
by a passing motorist 
The guerrillas said the in­ 
former they executed was Pat­ 
rick Duffy of Londonderry. 37- 
year-old father of seven, who 
was reported missing more 
than a week ago His body has 
not been found. 
The IRA sent its announce­ 
ment of the execution to Duf­ 
fy's wife and to newsmen. It 
said a number of IRA men had 
been captured as a result of his 
tipoffs. and he was killed Aug. 
9

With scientists now alerted, 
plans are under way to make 
the comet the most extensively 
studied so far. including studies 
to be made by the Skylab 3 as­ 
tronauts. orbiting above the 
earth’s obscuring atmosphere. 
The comet is named Comet 
Kohoutek. after its discoverer. 
Dr 
Lubos Kohoutek at the 
Hamburg Observatory in Ber- 
gedorf. West Germany. 
Comet Kohoutek will orbit the 
sun Dec. 28 at 250.000 miles an 
hour, approaching to within 13 
million miles of it after having 
crossed the orbit of the earth 
on Nov. 26. 
Experts believe that at its 
closest approach to the sun the 
comet will be the most brilliant 
object in the night sky. vastly 
brighter that the famous Hai­ 
ley's comet of 1910. 
An easily seen comet is rare. 
• It has a fuzzy head surrounding 
a bright nucleus, and as its or­ 
bit approaches the sun the 
comet forms a long tail point­ 
ing away from the sun because 
of radiation pressure. 
Briefing 
reporters on the 
comet Thursday. Dr. Kenneth 
L. Franklin, chairman of the 
A m e r i c a n Museum-Hayden 
Planetarium, said: 
"W e are indeed going to have 
a good bright comet, a beau­ 
tiful holiday comet, a very nice 
holiday comet." 
Precisely 
how bright 
the 
comet will be will have to 
await observation. But it should 
be bright enough by mid-No­ 
vember to be seen rising about 
three hours before the sun. 
As it moves closer and be­ 
comes brighter, the comet will 
rise closer to sunrise After or­ 
biting the sun. Comet Kohoutek 
will be seen in the western sky 
after sunset until late January. 


SAIGON (A P) — Communist 
forces have stepped up probing 
attacks on the outer western 
and southern defense line of 
Hue, the South Vietnamese mil­ 
itary command said today. 
More than 300 mortar rounds 
were fired Thursday night at 
infantry and airborne units 
guarding the approaches of the 
former imperial capital on the 
coast 400 miles north of Saigon, 
the command said. 
Ground assaults followed on 
several government positions, 
but only one South Vietnamese 
soldier was killed and four 
were wounded, the command 
said. Enemy casualties were 
not known. 
Harassing attacks on Hue's 
defense perimeter were re­ 
newed about two weeks ago 
after a month-long lull in action 
around the city. 
Heavy fighting was reported 
Thursday for the second day 15 
miles southwest of Saigon. The 
command claimed 29 Viet Cong 
were killed during an attack on 
a ranger camp near Ben Luc. 
It said the attack was repulsed 
and the only government casu-

A Jus­ 
tice Department spokesman in 
Washington said the marshals 
are members of a racially 
mixed operations group that 
was sent to Wounded Knee, 
S.D.. during the Indian takeo­ 
ver there 


Sources in Washington esti­ 
mated that about 40 men were 
being sent. 


Gov. Melvin Gvans told a 
news conference Thursday he 
requested the federal officers 
because the local police force 
has not kept pace in manpower 
and training with the increase 
in the island's population. He 
said the marshals were ex­ 
pected today or Saturday. 


Gvans. a 
black and 
the 
islands' first elected governor, 
said some of the killings ap­ 
peared to be racially moti­ 
vated. But he said the fact that 
most of the victims were white 
was probably due to the fact 
that whites generally live in 
more isolated areas. 
He warned against wandering 
in isolated areas at night but 
declared it would be "unequivo­ 
cally and categorically untrue 
to describe the island as terror- 


stricken 
or

camp " 


Five blacks were convicted 
Monday of the murder of seven 
whites and a black at the Foun­ 
tain Valley Golf Course last 
September, and three other 
blacks are on trial for killing 
two whites in a restaurant last 
November. 


Led by William Kunstler, at­ 
torneys for the five have filed a 
motion for a new trial, charg­ 
ing that three black jurors 
were pressured into voting for 
a guilty verdict.

Mature bean seeds, such as 
navy beans or white beans, are 
a useful source for calcium and 
one of the better among the 
vegetable groups, but even so 
you’d have to eat a lot of 
mature bean seeds to meet your 
calcium requirements, if you 
have none from other sources. 
You might like to try some of 
the fish meal or flour products. 
Fish meal, particularly if it’s 
ground up with the bones, is a 
rich source of both protein and 
calcium. It can be added to 
tomato juice and various foods.

day by the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission. 
The data was su b­ 
mitted to the FTC by soap and 
detergent firms to su bstantiate 
their advertising claims. 
The commission, following 
past practice, made no official 
comment on the data. Bu t FTC 
lawyers say they are not satis­ 
fied that all of the information 
received from the manu fac­ 
tu rers is complete. 
One attorney working on the 


project said the FIX! has re­ 
q u ested additional data from 
several companies, inclu ding 
Proctor & Gamble. Colgate- 
Palmolive and Lever Bros , 
which combined accou nt for as 
mu ch as 80 per cent of soap 
and detergent sales in some 
produ ct lines 
Twenty-eight companies pro­ 
vided data. The docu ments 
from Armou r-Dial alone took 
u p three 3-inch thick binders 
and inclu ded the company's 
own testing as well as scientific 
papers from medical jou rnals, 
Armou r-Dial explained its ad. 
“Dial is the most effective de­ 
odorant soap you can bu y. ’ is 
not a claim of su periority. It 


only means it has fou nd Dial to 
be the eq u al of other deodorant 
soaps.

& Gamble, chal­ 
lenged to provide su bstantiation 
for three different hou sehold 
cleaners showed its advertising 
is carefu lly worded. Spic and 
Span was shown to remove the 
most dirt.

Fast-buck salesman 
of land is thriving 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite government efforts to 
keep his bu siness honest, the 
fast-bu ck salesman of worthless 
or overpriced land is thriving. 
In the past decade, the valu e 
of land bou ght sight u nseen by 
the pu blic has climbed sharply, 
going from an estimated $ 500 
million in 1963 to $ 6 billion at 
present. 
Mu ch of this land has been 
sold throu gh deceptive sales 
practices. Many of the bu yers— 
looking for a second home, an 
investment or a paradise in 
Florida—have fou nd themselves 
stu ck with a piece of swamp or 
desert or u ndeveloped land. 
Bu t federal au thorities are 
beginning to close in on the 
frau d and deception in the in­ 
du stry. The Hou sing and Urban 
Development Department is 
preparing regu lations that will 
req u ire interstate land devel: 
opers to make greater dis­ 
closu re to bu yers. 
The department also is en­ 
cou raging thé states to pass 
bu yer-protection laws and to 
condu ct pu blic-edu cation cam­ 
paigns to keep bu yers from los­ 
ing their money. 
George Bernstein, head of the 
department’s Office of Inter­ 
state Land Sales, said the gov­ 
ernment can't do it all. 
“We’re trying to teach people 
to bu y scared,” he said. “We 
u rge people to resist all the in­ 
vestment pitches and have the 
property report checked over 
by an attorney, if possible.” 
There are all kinds of pitfalls 
in bu ying land in another state

pany. Bernstein said the in­ 
du stry is brimming with sales­ 
man who misrepresent or lie 
abou t the land they’re selling. 
A bu yer u su ally gets swindled 
when he decides to sign a con­ 
tract on the promise that cer­ 
tain improvements will be bu ilt 
on the property, or in the devel­ 
opment. that wou ld tend to in­ 
crease its valu e, he said. 
The government began regu ­ 
lating the indu stry in 1968, 
when Congress approved a law 
req u iring registration of su bdi­ 
visions by developers dealing in 
interstate land sales. The law 
also forces salesman to give 
bu yers a property report. 
The new regu lations, to be 
pu blished soon, will req u ire the 
salesman to disclose more fi­ 
nancial information to the pu r­ 
chaser. 
For example. Bernstein said, 
the ru les wou ld req u ire the de­ 
veloper to reveal his plans for 
property improvements. Also, 
he wou ld be obligated to reveal 
his intent for completing the 
promised improvements. 
Also, any waiver of a 48-hou r 
cooling off period, in which the 
bu yer wou ld have time to back 
ou t. wou ld have to be contained 
in a docu ment separate from 
the sales contract. 
The new ru les also wou ld re­ 
q u ire that any development 


with a lot sales program of 
more than $ 300.000 a year have 
a financial statement accom­ 
panying the federal registra­ 
tion.

Africa do n o t p ro v ide eith er n u tritio n o r 
h ealth ; th ey barely stav e o ff mass famin e 
an d widesp read ep idemics. 


Th is is all th e mo re distu rbin g wh en y o u 
co n sider William’s ack n o wledg emen t th at 
"emerg en cy fo o d relief will be n eeded fo r 
th e n ex t 12 to 15 mo n th s ev en u n der th e 
best o f circu mstan ces.”

co mplex as the Sahel is an enterprise fo r 
which we hav e no clear-cut metho do lo gy .” 


Or co nsider U.S. aid po licy , which is to 
co ncentrate o n ten “ impact” co untries, 
tho se being the mo st pro spero us o r 
"impo rtant” o nes in Africa. President 
Dio ri no ted that Niger has no t receiv ed any 
bilateral, o r direct, eco no mic aid fro m the 
United States since 1969. 


"It seems to me.” he said, "that 
eco no mic help o ught to go to the po o rest 
co untries which need it the mo st. To help 
the richest co untries first is no nsense.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) - In part, o ur 
eco no mic pro blems are a result o f o ur 
successes. In part they ’re due to repeated 
eco no mic bungling in Russia. China and 
o ther Co mmunist lands. (It’s true* no w 
than ev er that co m­ 
munism and agriculture 
do n’t mix .) And in part 
they 're due to the gro w­ 
ing ability o f the Arab 
lands to wo rk in tan­ 
dem when mo ney it 
inv o lv ed. (Our o wn go v - 
emment's 
co ntributio n 
to the inflatio n ho rro r 
Cro mley 
was described in a re­ 
cent co lumn.) 
Mo re peo ple aro und the wo rld hav e o f 
late been able to affo rd meat, auto mo biles, 
TVs, mo to rcy cles, no uses and serv ices 
than ev er befo re. 


Huge American inv estments abro ad, and 
the stimulus these hav e pro v ided to lo cal 
industry , the sharing o f American high 
techno lo gy , the bo untiful aid which has 
enabled a flo ck o f natio ns to reco v er fro m 
their war and o ther wo unds — hav e 
created new jo bs and greater earning 
po wer wo rldwide. 


West Euro peans are riding high. The 
J apanese 
to o . So , despite the wide 
prev alence 
po v erty , are many Latin 
Americans, Eastern, So uth and So utheast 
Asians, Middle Easterners. 


This pro sperity has created a demand 
which 
has 
o utstretched 
supply 
— 
especially in fo o d and pro cessed fuel. 


It is interesting to no te that this ty pe o f 
pro sperity implies that, despite so me 
glaring 
ex ceptio ns, 
inco me 
in 
many 
co untries is rising fo r a wider percentage 
o f the peo ple than ev er befo re. The middle 
class and ev en the po o r are sharing in the 
larger gro ss natio nal pro ducts no w being 
reco rded. 


There are mo re than a handful o f 
co untries in the free wo rld in which the 
inco mes o f the lo wer half o f the po pulatio n 
hav e risen at a faster pace than the 
inco mes o f the upper half. 


So meho w the go v ernments o f the wo rld 
and the priv ate pro ducers as well hav e 
failed 
(in 
part 
because 
o f 
unwise 
regulatio ns and co ntro ls, in part because o f 
lack o f imaginatio n and in part because o f 
undue cautio n) to anticipate this gro wth. 


So me o f the co nfusio n has arisen 
because a co nsiderable po rtio n o f the 
increase in demand has been o f a different 
nature than in the past. The increased 
market fo r certain ty pes o f fo o d may be 
unprecedented, 
fo r 
ex ample. 
Other 
increases 
hav e 
been 
well 
belo w 
ex pectatio ns. 
As 
a 
result, 
inv esto rs, 
managers and go v ernment planners hav e 
beco me co nfused and uncertain. 


The men with the po wer to make 
decisio ns in many co untries — bo th 
o fficials and in priv ate business — hav e in 
to o many cases depended o n traditio nal 
ex perience, the ex perience o f a different 
kind 
o f 
eco no mic 
wo rld, 
fo r 
their 
decisio ns. The result has been chao s in 
many cases. 


In tho se co untries, such as J apan and 
West Germany , where an attempt was 
made to lo o k at wo rld eco no mics the way it 
is to day , the rewards hav e been great.

But U S. o fficials say aid sho uld go to the 
reaso nably 
dev elo ped 
co untries 
with 
substantial reso urces because they can 
"make the best use o f aid.” 


So me Niger o fficials say acidly that what 
the Americans mean is that they giv e the 
mo st 
aid 
to 
co untries 
po ssessing 
so mething the U. S. wants. They are 
certain if U 5 . co mpanies succeed in their 
co stly search fo r o il beneath the deserts o f 
Niger, this little co untry will suddenly leap 
o nto the list o f African co untries to which 
Uncle Sam giv es prio rity attentio n. 


Unless 
and 
until 
that 
happens, 
emergency bandaids is abo ut all Niger 
ex pects and is likely to get. Which means 
that, ev en with the end o f the dro ught, 
hunger, misery , sickness will still be a 
chro nic feature o f life in these co untries 
which lie at the mercy o f nature at the’fo o t 
o f the cruel Sahara.

mission has set a more liberal Canada goose season and 
adopted for the first time a point system on ducks. Both seasons 
open Nov. 1 
The point system, used in several other states, places a 
premium on a hunter’s ability to tell both species and sex of 
ducks. A hunter will be allowed 100 points. Different species and 
sexes will count vary ing point totals. 
As long as a hunter has less than 100 points in his bag. he can 
take ducks of any sex or species until a duck he has bagged takes 
him up to or over 100 points. 
The duck season runs 45 days. Canvasback and redhead ducks 
of either sex will be worth 100 points, meaning that a hunter 
who shoots one of either species is through for the day. Hunting 
for canvasbacks and redheads is closed in St. Charles County . 
Female mallards, wood ducks and hooded mergansers are 
worth 90 points. Blue and green winged teal, scaup, widgeon, 
gadwall. shoveller and mergansers other than hooded merg­ 
ansers are 15 point ducks. All other species and sexes are 25 
point, including drake mallards, probably the most sought- 
after duck in Missouri. 
Coots, not included in the point system, will have a daily bag 


limit of 15 and possession limit of 30. Shooting hours on 
waterfowl are from sunrise to sunset, a change from the half- 
hour before sunrise. 
The blue and snow goose season will run for 70 days. Daily 
limit is five, with five in possession. 
The Canada goose quota in the Swan Lake Zone will be 17.- 
500. or 70 days, whichever comes first. This is the first increase 
in thdSwan Lake quota in four seasons. 
The daily limit in the Swan Lake Zone will be one Canada or 
two white-fronted or one each daily , with two in possession. 
In the southeast zone, the season will run from Dec. 1 through 
Jan. 20. with a daily limit of two Canadas or two white-fronted 
geese or one each, with two in possession. 
In the rest of the state, the season will open Nov. 1 for 40 days, 
with one Canada or two white-fronted or one each daily , with 
two in possession. The total daily bag limit of geese, including 
all species, is five.
